Jail Parents 
for Punishment 
to Child 
San Francisco, June 25—(UP)— 


A 
young mother admitted today 
that she locked up her five-year- 
old daughter in 
foul-smelling, 
dark closet for more than 24 hours 
because she was "full of mischief" 
and "spiled things.' 


Juvenile officers yesterday res- 
cued Sharon Stewart, naked 
and 
half-starved; from her, closet pris- 
on while her mother picnicked at 
the beach and her father ,.W"Ss off 
on a fishing trip. The girl s'a'id she 
had 
been 
there 
since 
Monday 
morning. 
. ' • . . , 


Later, police arrested her moth- 
er, Mrs. Esther Stewart, 29 and 
her father Robert 32. 'They were 
taken to jail on charges of cruelty 
and mistreatment of a child. Stew- 
art a city fireman, was suspended 
from the department. 


Their other two children, Robert 
Michael, 7, and 
Judy 
3 
were 
taken from them and placed in the 
juvenile detention home. 


Terming it "the worst case of 
deliberate neglect and punishment 
in my experience" Probation Of- 
ficer Arthur Upton said 
juvenile 
authorities intend "to take Sharon 
awav from the parents permanent- 
ly and to take the other two chil- 
dren away from them temporar- 
ily." 


When 
officers 
arrived at the 
home on the complaint of neigh- 
bors who heard the child's cries, 
they found her 74-year-old grand- 
father, Narciso Celino, who said 
the girl was not 
there. 
Hearing 


muffled sounds of sobbing the of- 
ficers entered a room where they 
saw a bureau barricading a door 
"The 'door 
is 
locked," 
Upton 
said. 


"No it isn't," said a small voice. 
"Here 1 am.' 


Upton pulled the bureau away as 


well as a number 
of 
childrens 
clothes that had been stuffed into 
the bottom crack of 
the 
closet 
door. 


When he opened the door, Sharon 
crawled out, naked and covered 
with her own filth. Her 
matted 
hair hung wildly over her 
tear- 


Jjtamedface. Her body was chafed 
anfi red. She had a minor infection 
on her heel and four of her teeth 
were missing. 


"Mommy put me in the closet," 
she said, "No, I wasn't naughty.' 
"Why did your mommy put you 
in the closet?' Upton asked. 
"Because." 
"Did you tell, your mommy not 
to put you in the closet?" 
"Yes/ 
"I 
had breakfast today," she 
continued. "Mommy gave me m?c- 
aroni salad and salami and milk, 
I didn't have any breakfast yester- 
day, but I had lunch — milk. No 
dinner last night." 


At San Francisco hospital, 
at- 
tendants gave her 
a 
bath and 


washed her hair. She was not in 
serious condition. She weighed 30 
pounds, about 15 pounds less than 
the average for her age. Doctors 
said she was suffering from mal- 
nutrition. 


The girl also told her mother had 
'hand-cuffed" her to her crib at 
iome. 


Mrs. 
Stewart said she had kept 
the child in a closet three or four 
times before. 


"I was just punishing my child 
in my own way," she said. 


Stewart denied knowing the child 
had been put in the closet. He ad- 
mitted, however, that she had been 
punished in that manner "15 or 20 
times" during the past year. 
Neighbors 
said Mrs. Stewart 
treated her other children 
"very 
well."

Illness From 
Dbg Ticks 
Increasing 


Dog ticks can make you sick, 
states Home Demonstration Agent, 
Lorraine Blackwood. A condition 
known as tick paralysis is becom- 
ing more common. In a majority 
of cases, the dog tick is to blame. 
Symptoms resemble infantile par- 
alysis. There is a temporary loss 
ol muscle action and weight bal- 
ance. The victim is unable to stand 
without support. He has difficulty 
in grasping objects. There is 
a 


general weakness in both lower and 
upper extremities. 


In some cases of tick paralysis, 
the legs become completely para- 
lyzed. Infantile paralysis is usually 
the first thing thought of and ths 
doctor usually starts 
supportive 
treatment for that disease. 
When 
patient does not improve in due 
time, other causes are looked for. 


In the case of a 4-year-old girl, 
symptoms persisted for six days 
undr treatment of infantile para- 
lysis. On further inspection of the 
child, an embedded tick was found 
and removed from the scalp 
on 
the seventh day. She almost im- 
mediately recovered after ihe tick 
was removed. Through questioning, 
the doctor learned that the little 
girl had a pet dog that was known 
by the family to have had many 
ticks on his body. 


Soon after the tick embeds itself 
in the flesh, weakness and paraly- 
sis follow, and continue until *he 
tick is extracted. Scientsits have 
found that this species of tick is 
usually a female filled with eggs. 
When it buries itself in the fl»sh,

Out of the fire comes the steel; 
out of the trials and dangers im- 
posed by the Bolshevist drive to 
conquer the globe there undoubt- 
edly is 
emerging 
a new unity 
among the free nations. 


By treachery, trickery and ag- 
gression the Reds enslaved East 
ern Europe before a trusting world 
as a 
whole was , awake to this 
threat from one of the major allies. 
However, with the full awakening 
the Democratic nations are solid- 
ifying in a manner which couldn't 
have been foreseen. The Cpmmu 
nist scheme 'of breeding division 
arid discord is back-firing. 


We see 
this in the fact- 
that 


while idealists strove for genera- 
tions to form a United States of 
Europe, the Muscovites unwitting- 
ly and unwillingly have set such 
a union well on its way in West- 
|ern Europe 
in the 
brief period 
since the war. Moreover that's only 
half the story, for the Soviet policy 
of aggression has driven Western 
Europe and America together in 
a manner which couldn't have been 
foreseen by any stretch of imag- 
ination. 


The nucleus of.a possible United 
States of Europe is the recently 
formed Western European union. 
This comprises Britain, 
France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. The alliance is economic, 
military and political. Other coun- 
tries of West Europe are debating 
•affiliation. ' 


Today Washington is hard 
at 
work on ways and means of as- 
sociating America with this new 
European bloc which gives real 
promise of expanding. Conversa- 
tions between the union and the 
state department «.-e expected to 
take place soon. 
Meantime the 
Marshal Pan is swinging into ac- 
tion and is further drawing the 
nations of Western Europe toget- 
her for mutual advantage. 
Part of the Red scheme is to 
drive the Americans, British and 
French out of Berlin, which lies 
in the heart of the Soviet zone. 
This 
is indicated clearly enough 
in the latest Soviet move of halt- 
ing railway transport from 
the 


West into Berlin, thus cutting off 
much food and o'-'»er necessities 
for some 3,400,000 people, apart 
from what the Western Allies move 
by air. The Reds, in order to cause 
suffering, also have 
severed 
a 
great deal of the electric current 
which supplies Berlin. 


However, 
General 
Lucius 
D. 
Clay, American military governor, 
has declared succinctly and with- 
out, emotion that the 
Russians 
"cannot drive us out of Berlin by 
any action 
short of war. X 
X 


Unfortunately the only way they 
can put on pressure is to make 
the Germans suffer." 
There Russian tactics are, as re- 
marked in a 
previous 
column, 
largely defensive. That is to say, 
their offensive has bogged down 
and they are trying to bolster it. 
But their tricks have lost their 
magic, and world Democracy is 
uniting against further aggression.

A roaring wail of water today ep • 
gulfed approximately half of this 
Picdras Negras, just across the 
Rio Grande. 


There were no Known totalities. 
The Eagel Pass fire department 


hurried through the town during 
the early hours with sirens blow- 
ing to warn the townspeople that 
the flood was descending 
upon 


them. 


The torrent of water came from 


a broken dam on Devil's River, 
which feeds into the Rio Grande 
above Del Rio, Tex., about 50 miles 
upstream from Eagle Pass. 


The rise in the Rio Grande was 


reported, unofficially, to be approx- 
imately 42 feet. 


Many houses in the 
lowlands 


were swept away, reports to the 
Eagle-Pass immigration office said, 
but it was believed that the oc- 
cupants escaped as word of the 
disaster was flashed down from 
Del Rio. 


Water sloshed over the south 


half of Eagle Pass, a city of about 
7,500. It stood three feet deep in 
Commercial street, the town's main 
thoroughfare, at dawn.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN-

KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA- 
JORITY OF ALL THE MEM-

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the followinp; is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment lo the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
lo the electors ot the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority o£ the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amendment, 
the same shall become a part o£ 
the constitution of the Stale of Ar- 
kansas, to-wu: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution 
<>£ the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 
The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax o£ one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant ot this Stale over the ago 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of the qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 
The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public nol less than 
sixty (60) days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together with a rale of 
tax levy sufficient to provide the 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for thf 
retirement of indebtedness. If ; 
majority of the qiuiliiied voters in 
said school district voting in the an- 
nual school election shall approve 
l.he rate of tax so proposed by the 
Board of Directors, then the tax 
at the rale so approved shall be 
collected as provided by law. 
In 
the event a majority of said quali- 
fied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove the 
proposed rale of tax. then the tax 
shall be collected at the rate ap- 
proved in the last proceeding an- 
nual school election.
